OUR DENOMINATIONAL PROGRAM 
OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION FOR 1959 


Rae: that the active phase of the Lay Devel- 
opment Program is over, many state conven- 
tions and city societies will be holding two 
series of conferences for local churches, 
one in the spring and the other in the fall. 


The first set of conferences in 1959 will be 
the annual Training Conferences for Boards 
of Christian Education. In these confer- 
ences, the "This We Can Do" handbooks for 
1959-60 will be interpreted. Also, a new 
book dealing with the Standard of Achieve- 
ment, "Design for Achievement" by Cober and 
Fidler, and ea completely new handbook for 
members of the board, "The Board of Chris- 
tian Education at Work." The training con- 
ference program will include a play-reading, 
"Dangerous Facsimile" by Faith Coxe Bailey, 
and a preliminary interpretation of the role 
of Christian Education in the Baptist Jubi- 
lee Advance. 


The second set of conferences, scheduled for 
October, 1959 will provide training in 
teaching and administrative techniques for 
all teachers and officers of the Sunday 
church school. It is proposed that, as far 
as possible, every association or "cluster" 
of churches conduct a leadership school for 
three evenings, using the following first 
series leadership courses:

Teaching Kindergerten Children 

Teaching Primary Children 

Teaching Juniors 

Teaching Junior High Youth 

Teaching Senior High Youth

RESIGNED 


Rev. James Havens, has resigned as Director

He has served as pastor of Falls of 
Schuylkill Baptist Church, Philedelphia, end 
First Baptist Church of Anaheim, California. 


Rev. James Bryant Wright will become the Di- 


rector of Christisn Education for the Amer- 
ican Baptist Union of the San Francisco Bay 
Cities, following the resignation of Dr. 
Stanley Inman. Mr. Wright has been serving 
the San Frencisco city society as its Direc- 
tor of Youth Work since November 15, 1955. 
He is a graduate of Eastern Baptist Theolog- 
ical Seminery, end a former pastor of the 
Oxford Circle Baptist Church in Philadelphia,

RFPORTS OF THE STATE AND CITY CHAIRMEN 
OF YOUTH WORK 


Last year, annual reports were received from 
20 Area Chairmen of Youth Work, representing 
146 association and 1334 churches. These 
figures are below the number of reports re- 
ceived the previous year. Although the num- 
ber of churches reporting wes smaller, defi- 
nite evidences of growth could be seen in 
the number of junior highs, senior highs, 
and older youth ettending church school 
classes end evening fellowship meetings. The 
largest indication of growth was in the sen- 
jor high age bracket. 


A merked increese was noted in the number of 
junior high girls attending meetings of Ann 
Judson chepters of the Fellowship Guiid. An- 
other encouraging sign of increased concern 
for youth was the growth in the number 
of church-sponsored Boy Scout troops. 


Approximately two-thirds (873) of the church- 
es thet reported had Cheirmen of Youth Work. 
Only 477 had Committees on Youth Work. This 
indicetes a need for more emphasis on youth 
workers planning and working cooperatively 
through a well organized and functioning 
committee on youth work. 


The 1959-1960 local church hendbook. This We 
Can Do In Youth Work which will soon be 
ready for distribution, is concerned with 
the need for youth workers. All churches 
will do well to join other churches in giv- 
ing attention to the responsibility of 
adults in the Christian education of youth.

BAPTIST JUBILEE ADVANCE PLANS 


January 1 found American Baptists end the 
millions of Baptists in five other Baptist 
Conventions in North America embarked on a 
five year Baptist Jubilee Advance. This 
five year program will conclude in 1964 with 
a celebration of the beginning of Baptist 
work in America. 


During Januery, February, and March, many 
cities will view a speciel Beptist televi- 
sion program, "This Is the Answer". This 
series of 30-minute programs has been called 
“televangelism" and is produced in coopera- 
tion with other Baptist groups. The drama 
situations will picture many of the social 
and moral problems of our day, seeking to 
relete the Christian imperative of love. It 
hes been suggested that churches form groups 
to view the programs and discuss them after- 
wards. One or more of these viewing perties 
should be for young people. By writing to 
the address shown with the program, addi- 
tional materials for discussion may be ob- 
tained.

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Composite of 1958 Reports 


Every yesr you recall we have asked the 
chairmen of Boerds of Christian Education to 
send in reports on the Christien education 
progrem of their church to the Association 
Cheirmen. The Associetion Chairmen has been 
asked to compile these reports and send then 
to the State Chairmen who in turn compiles 
the reports and sends them to the Department 
of Church School Administration in Philadel- 
phie. These reports from the pest year, by 
glancing at our composite of the 1958 re- 
ports, reveel some very interesting fects. 
This also points out how importent to us 
these reports are. Among other things they 
help us to see the needs of the local 
church and how we can continue to be of ser- 
vice. Here is some interesting information 
the reports give us. 


1. Only about 25 percent of American Baptist 
churches sent in reports from the chairmen 
of the Bosrd of Christian Educetion. We ere 
grateful for those cheirmen of boards and 
association chairmen who cooperated so help- 
fully with us. Yet it is unfortunate that 
three-fourths of American Baptist Churches 
felt these reports were too much bother to 
fill out and send in. Because we have only 
twenty-five percent of the churches report- 
ing, the information we received is only par- 
tial. 


2. Of the churches sending in reports 98+% 
reported having Boards of Christian Educa- 
tion. This in itself is revealing. A 
church with « Board is well organized to get 
its job done. A church without a Board is 
poorly organized and there is slim hope of 
their achieving such a small project as 
sending in an annual report. 


3. About &0% of these Boards had all recom- 
mended committee chairmen. There were about 
92% of the churches that had chairmen of 
Children's Work and Youth Work. 


4. While a very high percent of the Boards 
reported committee chairmen, only 60% of the 
churches had functioning committees of the 
Board. More churches had committees of 
Children's Work. 


5. One-thousand-three hundred and six new 
Sunday church school classes were formed. 
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6. Sixteen-thousand three-hundred and fifty- 
four persons attended Discipleship and 
Church Membership Classes. 


7. The Sunday church school enrollment and 
average attendance in the 25% of American 
Baptist Churches are as follows: 


1957 1958 
Enrollment 267,175 303,093 


Average Attendence 156,358 180, 368 
These figures reveal that approximately 36% 
of the pupils enrolled in the Sundey church 
school are absent every Sunday. This points 
up a continued need for our drive to cut 
down absenteeism. A Sundey church school is 
at its best only about 64% effective. 


&. Here is a& very interesting revelation: 
Of the churches sending in these reports 98% 


of them attended the Spring Conference for 


Boards of Christian Education. Fifty per- 
cent had an annual planning conference or 
retreat for the Boerd of Christian Educa- 
tion. 


9. Only 8% made a study of their Christian 
education rooms and equipment. Yet &6% re- 
ported they made some improvements in their 
rooms and equipment.

SUGGESTED PATTERN FOR GETTING AUDIO-VISUAL 


Sa COC 


First,the Board of Christian Education shell 
delegate the Leadership Education Committee 
to be responsible for audio-visuals in the 
church. Second, there shall be an Audio- 
Visual Coordinator for the church, nominated 
by the Committee on Leadership Education and 
appointed by the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion. The A-V coordinator shall serve as a 
regular member of the Committee on Leader- 
ship Education. All matters pertaining to 
audio-visuals shall be the concern of the 
Committee on Leadership Education and the 
special concern of the A-V coordinator. 


In a large church, where there is definite 
need to have more members on the Board of 
Christian Education than the recommended six 
persons plus ex officio members, the church 
may choose to designate one of the extra 
persons as Chairman of Audio-Visuals (A-V 
coordinator). This person shall serve as a 
member of the Committee on Leadership Educa- 
tion. (In a very small church where there 
is no Committee on Leadership Education, the 
Chairman of Leadership Education will also 
be the A-V coordinator. 


In the association and state, audio-visuals 
shall be the responsibility of the Associa- 
tion Chairman of Leadership Education and 
the State Chairman of Leadership Education.

4 FOOT RULE FOR JUDGING 
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THE MORE ABUNDANT LIFE* 


by Williem Gould Vinal 


The yardstick for a healthy individual is 
meade up of such definite units as tempere- 
ture, pulse, heart beat, blood pressure, di- 
gestion, sound teeth, clear skin, and spark- 
ling eyes. If there is & health problem, 
the technician applies the yardstick, diag- 
noses the cause, and prescribes the remedy. 
The measuring stick for the more abundant 
life is not so apparent end yet every parent 
selecting 2 camp for his child should have 
some kind of gauge. The writer ventures to 
suggest twelve important units for measuring 
camps. 


1. Does the cemp over-emphasize athletics? 

The more @ camp boasts about its "ath- 
letes" the greater the chance that it offers 
an unbelenced progrem. A few years ago the 
velue of muscular exercise was discovered. 
Thirty-seven states passed laws requiring 
physical education and school room gymnes- 
tics. Athletic cemps have become a Chinese 
wall to complete development. Send the en- 
tire child to cemp and not just his biceps 
or legs. 


2- Does the camp employ too many experts? 
The inherent difficulty of over-specisli- 


zation is that the specialist thinks that 
everything else but baseball, or drema, or 
music, or handcreft, or nature lore is "sap- 
py-" The broad cultural appreciation of the 
outdoors which your child ought to get, and 
which you expect him to get, cannot be ob- 
tained by nerrow, intolerant coaches. Send 
the child to camp with broad leadership. 


3. Does the cemp have “nursemaids"? Camp is 
one place where a fellow can "rough it" 
safely. The boy or girl who never roughs it 


is that much short of becoming e complete 


edult. The camp thet puts the camper on his 
own, under guidance, is performing a real 
service. In this uncertain ege it is more 
important then ever that your child be self- 
reliant and independent on hiking, trailing, 
fire-building, cooking, sleeping, and lei- 
sure time.

Department of Camps and 
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just another automobile factory? Is the pro- 
grem a regimented world of mechanized activ- 
ities—-setting up drills,birdhouse patterns, 
learning thirty trees, or is the progrem 
plenned to allow choice and development of 
individusl interests? In camp, above all 
places, democracy should have complete op- 
portunity. Camps flourish best where there 
is fellowship and freedom of spirit. 


5. Is the camp just another world of compe- 

tition? If the child is put in the posi- 
tion thet he "must" compete with others for 
gredes or medels or emblems or some . other 
gadgets, rether than take satisfaction in 
self-improvement, he will lose sight of the 
real aim of outdoor living. He will not 
learn the art of leisure. The chances are 
thet he will come home more fatigued than 
when he went to camp. 


6. Does the camp seek to give the child a 

sense of his own worth? A simple apple- 
twig whistle may give the feeling of inner 
ability. We may find our own good qualities 
in carving a stone or in befriending a 
squirrel. Nature may take awey superstition. 
Neture may give us the love of truth. Ex- 
periences at camp may cause generosity or 
the sense of beauty to take first place. 
Singing in the rain may give courage to the 
person of little skill. Camping may make a 
poor child rich. A rich child returning to 
a city penthouse without having camped is 


poor. 


7. Does the camp provide satisfactions in 

the simplicities of life? What ten 
things does* your child prefer to anything 
else? If it is peanut brittle, soft drinks, 
balloon tires, stadiumized besketball, jazz 
blaring, the big apple, "“double-deckers top- 
ped with mallow ripes," and the like, that 
is one set of patterns. If you would that 
he discover thet fundamental happiness goes 
back to the out-of-doors--hiking,. climbing, 
swimming, camping--you must set the stage 
for him to acquire those kinds of satisfac- 
tions. Choose the camp that teaches simple 
outdoor living. 


&. Does the cemp give thought to exploring? 

Of course it is important that the cemp 
give attention to meals, health, rest, and 
pley, but does it provide for discovering 
the secrets of nature? Is it interested in 
the skills of the woodsman? If it does not 


go that far, boys and girls are missing a 
real educational experience. 


9. Does the camp afford naturalness of sur- 

roundings? If the progrem sees that the 
camper gets the satisfactions of color, 
form and sound in the landscape you have a 
good thermometer for judging the camp. 
Landscape conservation is an important fac- 
tor in modern living. We see it in our na- 
tional parks, in our homes, in our camps, 
in our playgrounds. Buildings and trails 
should blend inconspicuously into the sur- 


roundings. A natural woodland area is a 
liberating channel for one's best quali- 
ties. If one does not fulfill the desire 


for the appreciation of beauty, he gredu- 
ally loses it. 


10. Does the camp add sympathy and enthu- 

siasm for the open? If the modern 
American does not enjoy the forests and 
hills and streems, God help him. It is more 
important that he know where to find enjoy- 
ment than that he know things--twenty-five 
ferns or fifty insects. 


li. Does the camp program offer bookworm 

nature? Nature attitudes are not 
taught. One does not get desireable atti- 
tudes by committing ideas to memory. Books 
are a means to anend. It is more impor- 
tant to experience nature and omit books 
than to study books and never experience 
nature. 


12. Does the camp provide a rich offering 
of outdoor hobbies? The enjoyment of 


the outdoors is of paramount value and the 
first essential to all other values. Other 
values are by-products. A real outdoor 
hobby performed for sheer enjoyment is the 
surest road to the royal security of out- 
door America. 


THE FELLOWSHIP BUILDERS ARE COMING!! 
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"Fellowship Builders" has been an honored 
Mame at Green Lake. Now a new manual is 
being prepared to make this exciting idea 
available for state convention and local 
church use. Excerpts from the preliminary 
; Manuscript follow: 

Fellowship Builders is the name given to 
“any group of Christian young people who, 
through a cooperative experience of work, 
Study, and play, seek to develop a Christian 
fellowship. In other words, it is a con- 
scious effort by a group of Christian young 
People to put Christ's teachings in daily 
Use. They seek to do this through a work 
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project and the experiences that come about 
from living as a group. At the present time 
successful Builders' progrems have been in 
operation in severel major cities as well as 
at the American Baptist Assembly,Green Lake, 
Wisconsin. 


Types of Work 
"What sort of work can Builders do?" you 


ask. "Any job within the physical ability 
of the young people involved,"is the answer. 
At the American Baptist Assembly grounds, 
boat docks, a beach, construction of log 
cabins, laying water pipes, painting tepees 
and buildings, and erection of vesper sites 
are among the many completed projects. 


In your own community there are multiple op- 
portunities. For example, there may be local 
church improvements or repairs. Let's as- 
sume the job will teke more than one evening 
to complete. Plan in advance for a weekend 
project. Arrenge to meet at the church Fri- 
day after school. Eat supper prepared by 
some members of the group and then go to 
work. After three or four hours on the job, 
end the evening with a devotional thought. 
Have an early Saturday breakfast at the 
church, take time for a morning devotional 
thought, and then work until noon. After a 
light lunch, rest, then work for another 
hour or two. Plan some recreation before 
supper. After ea good meal, try a fireside 
chat with your minister or a person of your 
own choice. In a short time, you have 
worked, played, and studied as a group. 


Qualifications of Members 
What qualifications should a young person 


have, to become a Builder? Experience has 
shown that in organizing on other then a 
local church weekend project, certain indi- 
vidual qualifications are necessary. 

1. A Builder should be between the ages 
of 16 and 24. 

2. He should have the consent of his pser- 
ents and a recommendation from his 
pastor or youth advisor. 

3. He should have just completed a satis- 
factory health examination and be able 
to do hard physical work. 

4. Above all, he should have the right 
attitude toward work, be enthusiastic, 
and have a desire to become part of a 
close spiritual fellowship.
